By the chens of 1870, the relative rank of the 
leading States in point of population stood thus: 
1, New York; 2, Pennsylvania ; 8, Ohio; and 4, 
Diinois. In point of wealth Illinois ranked with 
the others: 1, New. Tork; , Pennsylvania; 8.

NAVY-YARD POLITICS. 

The recent election in New Hampshire will 
probably mealt in the partial exposure of one of 
that is ‘the ase of public money for the control 
of elections. The Piscataqus River forms the 
boundary between the States of Maine and New 
Hampebire. In this river is an island which the 
Government purchased some years ago from the 
State of Maine. On the Maine side of the river 
is the Town of Kittery ; on the New Hampshire 
aide is the City of Portamòuth, and on the island 
is planted a Navy-Yard. The principal use of 
this Navy-Yard is political; the publie use ds to 
repair occasionally such vessels as may be sent 
there. The number of workmen for whom 
there is work does net probably exceed 
200, but on the eve of elections it runs up to 
1,000 or 1,00. Th Navy-Yard is admirably lo- 
cated to serve the political wants of two States. 
| Maine bolds her elections in September and New 
Hampshire in March of each year. The elec- 
tions in New Hampshire are so close that this 
Navy-Yard has, alone, probably “saved the 
State” several times. After the election in 
Maine, last September, there was a large reduc- 
tion of the working-foree in the Navy-Yard. In 
Janusry the local politicians in New Hamp- 
shire started out to find workmen ; they selected 
Democrats or men who would not vote the Re- 
publican ticket. They picked out nearly, if not 
quite, 1,000 of these men, of all trades and oo- 
Gupations, and, according to the Boston 
Post, obtaining first a solemn promise to vote the 
Republican ticket in March, put them at work in 
the Navy-Yard at an average of @4 each per 
day. Men were taken from the farm and put 
in the carpenter shops ; those taken from shovel- 
ing gravel on the reilroads were put into the 
tinsmith's department, and men from the shoe 
factories were put at boiler-making. Fisbermen 
were employed as painters, and masons snd 
teamsters were enrolled as ship-builders. 80 
ludicrous was the whole thing that it has been 
a Standing joke among the men employed. 
These extra thousand workmen, receiving $4,000 
aday, of course did no work ; they were promised 
sixty days’ wages, sod their ‘principal 
duty wae to vote the Republican ticket 
in March. The cost of this job will not be less 
than $250,000, to be psid out of the appropria- 
tiom for Navy-Yards, The deficit of the Navy 
Department this year was $4,000,000. Some days 
before the election there was an unpleasant 
ramor that the men intended to vote as they 
pleased. Immediate steps were taken to prevent 
this on election-dey:. ‘The men were brought 
over from the Navy-Yard in boats; they were 
marchéd to headquarters, and there assorted, 
and were then led off to the several voting: 
places. Each man was furnished with « special 
ticket, printed on d large square piece of 
stiff, colored paper, whieh could not 
be mistaken, and these ballots, thus 
marked and distinguishable, they were obliged to 
deposit in the boxes. Many tried to dodge, but 
they were too closely watched. In tem days these 
men will be discharged, and next September the 
same thing will be repeated on the Maine side of 
the river. 

This trick of using the Navy-Yards to make 
voters was tried in California, where each one of
